Helen’s life has certainly not been hampered by 
the traditional Mexican culture. Her father was 
President of the Mexican Bar Association and 
twice president of the International Bar Associa- 
tion. although Helen speaks with an English 
accent, she is fluent in Spanish, French, Italian 
and Swedish. 

She has traveled throughout the world, and has 
done work in and for many large American cities 
— and designed a 54 foot high sculpture on the 
Friendship Highway’ to’ the Olympic: Stadium. in

Trustees approve grievance policy after four year effort

Hartnell trustees . unanimously 
approved a student grievance policy 
last Tuesday night that: ended a 
4-year cumulative effort by adminis- 
trators, faculty and Associated Stu- 
dent Body officers. 


The policy states in its preamble, 
“When a student feels that he/she 
has been subjected to an unjust 
action or is denied his/her rights as 
a- member of the academic com- 
munity, he/she may ‘seek redress 
according to the following 
procedure...”’ S . 

The steps necessary to seek 
recourse of a grievance are numer- 


ous (16) and could take longer than’ 


13 working days to complete. 

The concept of a grievance policy 
began in 1973 with a rough draft 
written by Dean of Students: Victor 
Willits. It was submitted to and 


revised by the faculty senate, ASB, 
counseling staff, administrative staff 
with Dean. Willits acting- as a 
‘“mediator.*~ 

College President Gibb Madsen 
said Wednesday that he was pleased 
with the policy. ‘’This will provide 
the students with an orderly process 
to seek recourse,’’ said President 
madsen. ; : 

Dr. Willits said that he. was 
satisfied with the final policy. 
However, he said, ‘’! cannot assure 
you that 113 faculty members have 
had input to the policy or that 7,000 
students have, but that. is -their 
responsibility.’ 

One student that offered his own 
grievance policy draft, Robert Mills, 
termed the board’s policy ‘‘bureau- 
cratic confusion.” : , 

Mills, who was fired from his 
position as a tutor last semester, 
objected to the steps necessary to 


appeal a ruling by the grievance 
committee. 

Instead .of returning to the 
““appropriate dean’’ and the college 
president, as the policy provides for, - 
Mills suggests submitting the grie- 
vance directly to the Board of 
Trustees. ear 

President _Madsen. said, ‘‘Any. 
time you have an orderly process,

bureaucratic. or say that it is an 
entanglement. ’’

Rather than funding special interest groups and 
the district, general fund, couldn’t the store 
become non-profit and drop textbook prices 10 per 
cent? : 

Based on a financial aids office estimate of $75 
in text purchases per full-time student per 
semester, that would save a student $30 in four 


\semesters. 


“The district-is striving for a profit-making 
bookstore,’’ Business Manager Paul Petersen 
explains. ‘‘We don’t want to subsize jt with 
taxpayers’ money.’’ . 

Though the mark-up on new textbooks averages 

20 per cent and on used books averages 30 per 
cent, expenses reduce the net profit of the store to 
an average of about 10 per cent. 

Before the 1974-75 year, the ASHC:sold student * 
body cards and admission tickets to students and 
also owned the student store. From these funds. 
primarily, the ASHC budgeted funds for athletics. 
($33,715. in 1973-74), performing arts ($5,980 in 
1973-74) and publications ($3,500 in 1973-74). 

In 1974, the ASHC backed out of class-related 
student activities and sold the store.to the district. 
The plan was for the district to use about half of 
the store profit to make annual payments for five 
years to the ASHC. rein: 

The trustees decided to pick up much of what 
the ASB had dropped: from district funds. For 
many ‘‘non-essential’’ student costs, they also 
established trust funds to distribute about $10,000 
in store profits not needed for payments to the 
ASHC. 

For 1974-75, the funds were: athletics, $6,000; 
music-choral, $4,040; and publications, $800. 
Since then, athletics and music-choral have been 
increased to $10,000 and $9,200 while publications 
has remained the same. f 

Such funds are permitted by the California 
Education €ode, Says Dr. Victor Willits, dean of 


_ student personnel. He explains. that.the bookstore 


sale was a result of a general disinterest by ASHC 
officers.

More students for less hours is the 
trend for Hartnell this semester. 

The registrar’s office has recorded 
a 3 per cent increase over last year 
with 6,500 students enrolled. How- 
ever, the number. of hours. per 
student is down approximately 11 
‘per cent since the spring 1976. In 
other words, more students are 
taking fewer classes. 

Hartnell registrar Lewis Ham says 
the trend appears to be state-wide. 
He feels that part is due to the 
change in the laws governing the use 
of the G.I. bill in which entitlement 
ran.out for many'veterans. 

1,800 students were receiving G.I. 
benefits in the spring of 1976 as 
opposed to 950 students receiving 
benefits this semester. 

According to Dr. Victor Willits, 
dean of student personnel, student 
hours have been decreasing for. the 
past six or seven years. Female 
enrollment has far exceeded the 
increase in male enrollment at the 
college. Dr. Willits believes that

CRAC costs $4. 7 million 
Old building yet to be dismantled 


At the ripe old age of forty, the: 
main building is being replaced by 
65,000 square feet of CRAC. 

CRAC, of course, is an acronym 

for the Classroom, Administration, 
and Counseling building, recently 
completed on Homestead Avenue. 
+ the building, began in 1975; cost 
$4.7 million with an_ additional 
$500,000 being spent on new furn- 
ishings. It will house, in addition to 
the counseling services and the 
administrative offices, classrooms 
for the nursing, business and 
mathematics departments. 

Contractor K.}. McGranahan still 
has the demolishment of the: old 
buildings, the construction of 220 
parking places off West Alisal and 
the installation of the irrigation 
system yet to complete. The:Hartnell 
panther statue will be moved to the 
inner court so as to be more 
prominently displayed. 


There have been problems, not 


only with the completion of the 
building, but also with the move into 


‘it. Some of the instructors ‘have 


comniented™ that certain. features 
they had been led to'expect were not 
to be found, and to the students, the 
new building was intitially a con- 
fused maze of walls, halls and doors. 

The only classroom in the old main 
building: still to be utilized will be 
room’ 41 for Administration of 
Justice. The replacement classroom 
in CRAC will not-be completed for 
about another week at which time 
the moving will be completed. 

With the virtual completion of the 
CRAC building, two of three new 
buildings covered by the $7 million 
construction bill will have been 
completed. Work began about three 
weeks ago on the $500,000 child 
development center. 

In a previous article on the CRAC 
building, it was mentioned that on a 
clear day you might see forever. | 
neglected to give sufficient con- 
sideration to the forces of nature; 
from the third floor balcony, the 
wind may blow you at least-as far as 
you can see.
